The difference between this and 


an ordinary private business im- 
passe is only partly political poli- 
cy. There's also the matter of 
where would the Russians get the 
dollars we demand, since we don't 
want their rubles? 


This is answered in the case of 


the wheat deal by Russia's let- 
ting loose part of its large stock 
of gold, something we do want. 
We are to get either the metal or 
dollars bought abroad by gold — 
and we're glad to have those dol- 
lars removed from foreign finan- 
cial markets. 


Trade between the Soviet Union 


and the United States has been 
hampered by: first, their lack of 
any great volum<? of export ma- 
terials or products we need; sec- 
ond, our refusal to seil goods tha* 
could be classified as strategic, 
or converted to military use; 
third, their disinterest and lack of 
funds for buying the consumer 
goods we are willing and anxious 
IQ sell; and fourth, large sums 
they owe us. going back to World 
War II days.

Fires in 
Arkansas 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Thirty 


forest fires burned! over 498 acres 
in Arkansas Wednesday as a criti- 
cal forest fire situation continued 
to mount. 


"Give us a little wind and away 


she goes," said State Forester 
Fred Lang, who for the past two 
weeks has said only an absence 
of wind has kept the woods from 
becoming a holocaust. 


Lang said that the various pa- 


per andi lumber companies which 
provide forest fire fighting help 
had responded well to his request 
to get their equipment ready and 
had joined forest rangers on i\ 
standby basis. 


Success in holding down the loss 


during this extended drought is 
due to quick action when a fire is 
reported, Lang said. 


"We try to get in quickly anc3 


keep the fire contained in less 
than 
seven 
acres," 
he said. 


"When it gets as large as seven 
acres it builds up its own draft 
and winds." 


Lang said the Weather Bureau 


has given him no hope as to when 
rain might put an end to the cur- 
rent dry spell and ease his situa- 
tion. 


"Earlier this week they said we 


might get rain by the weekend, 
but they've dropped that now," he 
said. 


Lang said earlier this month 


that the situation is as critical as 
in 1952, when the state lost a 
quarter of a million acres to forest 
fires.
